FROM YOUR EDITOR’S DESK 


Large Cent error listing— Joseph Flemming of Bloomfield, N. J. a 
recent collector of large cent made a purchase of an 1826/25 while 
checking several reference books he noted the listings were not in 
accord and brought it to my attention. After a lengthly study of 
this puzzle I noted the overdate isn’t listed in Newcombs U. S. Cop- 
per cent book 1816-1857. The issues of the Red Guide books of 14th 
and 13th editions list the same where as the 12th down to 6th have it 
different. I doubt if anyone does know what is correct, if they do 
I will be happy to hear from them and publish it. I have yet to see 
an actual 1826 /25 and wonder if it’s just a title or if the overdate can 
be actually seen. 


Yhe Newark Coin Convention held September 10th, was a sellout. 
The attendance was the largest and registration badges were all 
gone early. James Brown’s auction reported Lot #139 a complete 
set of our publication, May 1955 to date was sold for $35.00, about 
63 issues roughly 57¢ each. Reports received business was good for 
the dealers, also some price-cutting on 1960 variety and proof sets. 
Numismatic Supply Catalog recently issued by The Rowes of 12 
North 30th St., Camden 5, N. J. and can be had free for the asking. 
Checking Readers’ Coins—Your editor has the past few months re- 
ceived coins through the mail for identifying varieties. We answered 
a few, some sent a stamped reply envelope but most didn’t. Some 
We asnwered with comment ‘we couldn’t undertake attributing 
coins’. If we were to check every coin a reader sent in, that’s all 
we'd be doing all day and get nothing done, not counting our ex- 
pense cost. 'So, Please don’t send coins for checking varieties, our 
past issues have covered this fully with illustrations, Also if you're 
inquiring a question to this office or any dealer, please be kind and 
enclose a self-addressed, stamped envelope for a speedy reply. 
Remember, you're asking someone to stop their work and use their 
money for the convenience of a reply. I don’t wonder why some 
dealers fail to answer some letters. 


The Price of speculating—A few issues ago we mentioned the mint 
was on a tremendous production program on all issues. We note over 
33,000,000 Phila. nickels were struck in August and there’s four 
months to go. It is now hardly worth more than $3.50 a roll from a 
high of $10. There are many who specialize at this field of specu- 
lating. I suggest the collector be more wary of issues before the 
years striking is ended. As for the Small, Medium dates, these 
have long been struck and ended. Large date or regular, whatever 
the case is, will be plentiful.

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1957 D Double Date Cent 
Discovered 


Andrew Pinkos of Toronto, Canada submitted the above photo 
of this new discovery. Your editor has heard of another but never 


saw it. The above is similar to the popular 1955 double shift cent 
with the exception, only the date is double, the rest of the coin is 
normal. 

A check of the number struck of this issue is 1,051,342,000 
pieces. How many were struck with the double date is a guess. So 
far two are known, I expect many more might be found. It appears 
when there’s a large issue, errors and oddities are bound to occur. 
This I believe is the first notice of the 1957-D double date. Here’s 
your chance to find one. It’s value should be $20. up circulated, $45. 
up unc. A roll of 1957-D cents now sells for $2.75 - $3.75, “Bon 
Chance Mon e Mi’.

I would like to discuss with 
our readers, first about the con- 
ditions of new coins, and second- 
ly the pricing of them. Some col- 
lectors advertise their coins as 
B.U. Gems, but upon receiving 
some from the person, you may 
find some only B.U., and some 
Une. with nicks and also tarnish- 
ed. Is this accurate grading? 
Same is true with B.U. coins 
which turn out to be Uncircula- 
ted. Since grading of a coin is 
most important don’t you think 
this should be corrected? 


The pricing of some of the new 
coins is quite speculative. Take 
for instance the 1960 Philadelphia 
and Denver small and medium 
dates. Also the 1950 Denver Nic- 
kels with the price in GOOD con- 
dition over $2.00 and $5.00 Unc. 
Can you find another United 
States coins with such odd pric- 
ing as that? Over $2.00 for the 
coin is quite high for GOOD con- 
dition. What about Fine and Very 
Fine. Think for a while and tell 
me if you don’t agree! 

These two points are very im- 
portant. Condition and pricing. 
They should not be taken so light- 
ly. Don’t you agree?

Harry L. Lindquist, Chairman 
of the Hobbies Committee today 
announced that the American 
Numismatic Association is now 
serving as the administrative arm 
of the People-to-People Coins 
Committee. 

The Coins Committee, headed 
by Vernon L. Brown, Curator of 
the Chase Manhattan Bank Mon- 
ey Museum, includes Admiral O. 
H. Dodson, (USN Ret.,) of De- 
troit, Michigan; Lewis M. Reagan 
of Witchita, Kansas; Sawyer 
McA Mosser of New York City 
and Mr. George S. Vanderwende 
of Dunn Loring, Virginia. Mr. 
Vanderwende will serve as Vice- 
Chairman of the Committee. 

More than 25,000 brochures an- 
nouncing the Committee’s ‘‘Club- 
to-Club” international exchange 
program is a feature of the bro- 
chure. In October the Committee 
will mail 20,000 notices overseas 
enclosing the brochure and an in- 
vitation to Numismatic groups 
overseas to join in this People-to- 
People Program. The invitations 
will be inserts to philatelic first 
day covers in the Champion of 
Liberty series featuring Baron 
Mannerheim, Finnish hero, to be 
issued by the U. S. Post Office 
Department on October 26, 1960. 

The American Numismatic As- 
sociation has established a special 
Office in Dunn Loring, Virginia, 
to handle responses to its invita- 
tion. The Association has a U. S. 
membership of 20,000 and has 500 
affiliated coin clubs in the United 
States. 


POLITICAL CAMPAIGN 
COINS 

SPECIAL—A new type of pol- 
itical campaign advertising is 
catching the attention of coin col- 
lectors throughout the U. S. 

“Campaign Coins’ have been 
issued along the same general 
idea as the “Bryan Dollars” which 
were very popular political satir- 
ical pieces during the 1896 and 
1900 campaigns of William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 

These medals are not true coins 
but are of very high quality sil- 
ver alloy and have the appearance 
of a very fine medal. They are 
just slightly larger than a silver 
dollar. 

The coin for the Republican 
Party shows sculptured busts of 
presidential candidate Richard 
Nixon and Henry Cabot Lodge, 
his running mate. The reverse 
shows the G.O.P. elephant saying, 
“We don’t care how you vote... 
just so it’s Republican.” 

The Democratic coin has profile 
sculpturing of John Kennedy, the 
presidential candidate, and Lyn- 
don B. Johnson, who is seeking 
the vice presidency, featured on 
the obverse. The reverse exhorts 
voters to ‘Put a Democrat in the 
White House.” The Democratic 
donkey is also pictured. 

These campaign advertising 
coins are being sold at $1.00 each 
and five coins for $4.00 through 
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coin dealers and are also available | TRUST, contradicts one of our 


by writing to “Coins” Box A, 
Sioux Falls, South Dakota. Ad- 
ditional information is also avail- 
able by writing to the above ad- 
dress. 

The coins were designed as a 
pocket souvenir for party stal- 
warts to carry as an indication 
of their support for a favorite 
candidate, but are turning into a 
very popular item with coin col- 
lectors as well. 


Dear Frank: 

I am enclosing a small article 
concerning the situation of our 
national coinage. I would like to 
see something about this in your 
fine magazine, and, if nothing 
else, this one. 

The investors, aside from hon- 
est dealers, and roll hounds will 
be the ruination of our hobby yet. 
The mint is forced to mint poor 
coins in order to put them back 
as fast as the speculators take 
them out. I would bet more unc. 
1960-D cents went into the hands 
of investors than into general cir- 
culation. 

Keep up the fine job, “Coin 
Press” gives me more satisfaction 
from the many articles than any 
other coin publication. I recom- 
mend it to all my collector 
friends.

By the law of September, 1890, 
the design on a coin of the United 
States may be changed not often- 
er than each twenty-five years. 
This is sensible, as it avoids coun- 
terfeiting. But we certainly could 
take better advantage of it, in- 
stead of allowing one design to 
remain on a coin as long as fifty 
years. 

An example is the Lincoln cent. 
The original was poor, yet it was 
used for fifty years. When the 
design of the cent was finally 
changed in 1959, only the reverse 
was altered, the obverse remain- 
ing as it was. Sickening! 

All of our coins are crowded 
with mottoes and have poor de- 
signs. Take a look; there is the 
design, the date, the mint mark, 
IN GOD WE TRUST, E PLURI- 
BUS UNUM, LIBERTY, and the 
name of our country. 

It will be noticed others are 
making similar statements con- 
cerning our national coinage. I 
call it simply hideous. 

As though the poor design were 
not enough, many of our coins are 
poorly struck. Dies are not rigid- 
ly inspected, and neither are out- 
going coins. There are filled let- 
ters, clipped planchets, even part 
of the design gone! For compar- 
ison, look at Canadian coinage. 
Such blunders are very uncom- 
mon, rather each piece is a work 
of art. 

Much could be done to correct 
the situation, and I certainly 
mean much. 

The design of our quarter has 
been goining quite a while, and 
could be changed. Why not a re- 
presentation of Liberty instead 
of a portrait of a person? And 
make it a simple device by re- 
moving IN GOD WE TRUST and 
E PLURIBUS UNUM. 

The former motto, INGOD WE 


Constitutional rights, the freedom 
to worship as we please. This 
motto is a flat statement that we 
have but one religion, and must 
worship God. 

EK PLURIBUS UNUM signifies 
unity. Is that not stated in the 
name of our country? United 
States plainly states that we are 
united, and, if you say it with 
emphasis, it shows strength — 
we are united, we are ready! 

LIBERTY is the only motto 
that is excusable. It states that 
we have liberty, whicn is said no- 
where else on the coin. To have 
this motto and the first-named 
one on the coin seems rather silly, 
since one seems almost to contra- 
dict the other. 

The five-cent piece may soon 
be changed, as it will be eligible 
in a short time. The quarter may 
be changed now. Next comes the 
dime, although still several years 
away at present, then the half- 
dollar, and finally the cent. Let 
us incorporate an artfut design, 
a design signifying Liberty, and 
simplicity, in all. 


Members of CALGARY COIN 
ASSOCIATION met on June 2nd 
to hear the immediate past pres- 
ident Jack Marles talk on Can- 
adian 50 cent pieces. Mr. Marles 
urged the audience to pursue the 
hobby for enjoyment and not 
solely for its investment value. 
He stressed the enjoyment of 
gathering information and _his- 
tory about the coins themselves. 
To illustrate his point he outlined 
the background of the coat-of- 
arms on the current Canadian 50 
Cents piece, which combines the 
symbols of the four major na- 
tions that helped form Canada - 
England, Scotland, Ireland and 
France. 


At our July meeting a most 
interesting talk was given by Mr. 
Reg. R. Smith on the coins of 
Cyprus from 500 B.C. to the pre- 
sent. The speaker displayed coins 
from his collection covering the 
Greek, Roman, Mediaeval and 
modern periods. Of special inter- 
est was a 1570 copper Bezant 
struck by the Venetians in the 
city of Famagusta while being 
beseiged by the Turks. 

The August meeting was in the 
form of a bourse night which 
was well attended. Refreshments 
were supplied courtesy of Mr. 
Cliff Harris and Mr. & Mrs. J. 
L’Herault.

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The Controversial 1936 Dot Cent 


Another mystery coin, so it seems most all rare items of several 
pieces leave questions unanswered. Take the 1804 Silver Dollar, 1913 
Liberty Nickel, 1943 Copper Cent, 1918/17 Quarter and as of late 
the 1955 Double Shift Lincoln Cent and the 1960 Small date Phila. 
Cent. Each have different versions of factual history. 

The 1936 Dot Cent for instance is no exception, according to 
official reports some 678,000 dot cents were struck; yet, only 8 are 
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used. A little division n ({ dies were used to pre 
duc 678,000 dot cents. It is hardly po ali these dies filled. A 
further statement was made by an individual, no coin will be listed 
In a Canadian catalog without him okaying it. If this isn’t individual] 
Syndication, I don’t know what is. In my books contrary to what the 
surtace shows, I'd say it was dollar over matter and him over the 
hobby. It might also be considered and stated, we don’t want any 


more Dot Cents to be found. It would lower the value of the others. 
The 1936 Dot Cent was shown to another supposed authority 
from New York. I will admit if nothing else he knows coins. After 
studying it awhile he stated it met all the requirements and said it 
was ‘O% genuine the other 30%, in so many words a documentary 
verification would constitute a fee. I asked of the authority, would 
you, now that you examined the coin in your honest opinion hold on 
to the coin or return it, as the previous owner still offers to give me 
back my money if it’s proven a phoney. The answer was, I’d hold 
on to it. 

Raoul Rose a Canadian Specialist examined this coin and check- 
ed the alignment of the dot with lines as follows; draw a line or use 
the edge of a sheet of paper, align it vertically with the edge of the 
N in cents through the center of the large dot above the date, touch- 
ing the ends of the 3 through the center of the dot under the date. 
A further check is to align the tip end of the 6 down diagonally to 
the bottom of the 3 through the center of the dot. Incidentally the 
above is one good way of checking a dot cent you think you might 
have or for future reference. I asked Mr. Rose what his honest opin- 
ion was, he replied, I wish I owned it! I’ve handled, talked, ate and 
slept coins some 12 hours daily for the past 10 years. I might say 
I know coins as well as producing a magazine monthly. But there’s 
always more to know and learn in coins. Besides the 1936 dot cent 
I’ve had other interesting coins which I’ve checked out and found

why was a dot used, it’s to identify the changing of a die. In this 
case there was a shortage of cents in 1936 and the 1937 die was not 
ready so a dot was put in the die for identification. Was this the 
same reason for the Dot 1936 Dime and the 1936 Quarter? 

An inquiry of the Mint Master was made in reference to the Dot 
Cent and the answers were: No presentation pieces were struck and 
678,000 dot 1986 cents is on record. According to Charlton’s Catalog 
of Canadian Coins, the 1936 dot cent in V.F. condition is worth $1,000; 
one in B.U. $2,000. It is also reported at the inception of the striking 
of this issue the die filled which accounts for only nine being struck 
or known. This is in my opinion a misleading conception. One dot 
cent owner wishes to remain anonymous as do the other six owners, 
Why? Other rare coins worth $10,000 to $25,000 are freely expressed 
and known. 

In my younger days I served as an apprentis in a machine shop 
as a tool and die maker. Little did I realize one day this experience 
would be a great asset in my study of coins. I went so far as to 
make simple dies, set them in a press and strike the orders of some 
10,000 pieces by foot and automatic. 

I would hardly agree with the die filled excuse. At least 15 min- 
utes to an hour is needed to set the press up for proper production 
and trial pieces. At least several pieces are struck without powe1 
but by manual turning of the large fiy wheel to check for proper 
impression and depth and alignment of the stationary die and punch 
die. After the set-up is satisfactory a continuous inspection is made 
to insure the settings do not go out of specification. This would mean 
at least several hundred or more dot cents would have been struck. 
Not to mention if the dot filled it would have done so gradually 
meaning several more hundreds of partial dots should be available 
before completely filling. That is if this fact of the dot filling were 
accepted. The fact that someone owns a rare coin does not constitute 
them an authority nor their wealth or official capacity in a coin or- 
ganization or their huge collection. 

I have stressed this several times and will again, for the begin- 
mind, don’t be scared off or humble of your collection. There are 
many new and interesting items, old and new oddities, varieties to 
be discovered, The fact that someone wrote a book does not mean 
the subject was thoroughly exploited. The above 1936 dot cent 
owned by yours truly was published on a previous cover issue of this 
magazine. It was acquired last summer and I would grade it X.F. 
The party who owns two in Unc. condition inspected my cent in its 
holder at the Atlantic City Convention and left the impression it was 
not genuine. One must be a genius to acquire such talents. It was 
also stated all genuine 1936 Dot cents are all Unc. 
Unc. dot cents hold their lustre if they were circulated and how was

Lincoln Cent a filled D job several hundred known and numerous 
other coins I can mention. The above coins have been in circulation 
longer than the Dot cent with a lower mintage with the exception 
of the 1931-S. Yet, ratio and percentage wise the dot cent should be 
more accessible and abundant, yet oddly only 9 are known. There 
were more colletcors searching for rare dates in 1936 than in 1804.

A. N. A. CONVENTION 
BOSTON, MASSACHUSETTS 
AUGUST 25, 1960 
CURRENT TRENDS IN NUMISMATICS 


Most serious numismatists are puzzled and appalled by the cur- 
rent wild buying spree of beginning collectors who pay premium 
prices for 1960 United States coins. The claim has been made that 
in the 1960 Philadelphia Lincoln cent, microscopic variations in the 


date create a new variety of the coin In my opinion this claim is 
sheer humbug. 


The claim has been made, by a few, that some 1960 Philadelphia 
Mint cents are a fine investment. In a telephone conversation yester- 
day, Mr. William H. Brett, the Director of the Mint, stated that from 
January 1, 1960 through August 23, 1960, the Philadelphia Mint has 
produced 235 million 915 thousand Lincoln cents. The average daily 
output of these coins at the Philadelphia Mint since July 5, is 4 
million 300 thousand, pieces. Any statement that some of these coins 
constitute a fine investment is, in my opinion, a deception. 

The concern over this new and unhealthy trend is not confined 
to collectors - the dealers themselves are disturbed - and would wel- 
cme a return to sanity in the coin business. 


(Editor’s Note) I am in accord with the President’s statement to 
the extent of the wild buying and spiraling high prices. This isn’t 
what might be healthy for the hobby, but in all fairness I believe a 
constructive open mind to the situation could solve more than other- 
wise. 


What claims have been made are apparent and feasable var- 
ieties be, it small, large, medium dates or missing letters, cracked 
skull or a bugs bunny any criticism would be pounding on one of the 
foundations of the hobby. Such as a few of the many popular items 
now listed in books and catalogs; 1857 large cent, small and large 
date, large and small 1858 Flying Eagle cent, spiked chin % cent, 
silly head, drape and no drape, two cent large and small motto, stem 
and stemless, etc., plus a hundred and one die break varieties of the 
large and % cents which is no different than the modern trend. The 
only difference might be some got theirs then, at moderate prices 
while todays collector might be getting his now for tomorrows 
future. 


As for the direct information from the mint officials a general 
question, usually gets a general answer. In which case deception 
might be used loosely, a direct question would have eliminated a 
lot of wasted time, doubts, deception and what have you, such as 
how many small date Phila. cents were struck from the 235,000,000? 
Or, was the date enlarged? I agree speculation can be harmful and 
risky and not a healthy trend disturbing the collector as well as the 


dealer—but can you visualize a moderate collector with a salary of 
$30. buying 1916-D dimes at $60., 1909-S VDB unc. $125. or a proof 
1877 Indian cent at $350., etc. True, it’s been done but how long can 
he do it. With prices constantly going up out of the collectors’ 
reach. Is ‘this the art of coin collecting or the art of price raising. 
As one stamp - coin dealer quoted to me, “if everyone’s making a 
profit, whose losing it?” A good question , which can be answered if 
some logical thought is given. As science puts it, in jet propulsion, 
forward motion is determined by the amount of pressure that’s re- 
leased in the opposite direction. 


_ The collector may now be forced to follow numismatics (the 
science and study of money) a cracked die or filled die can tell more 
than the saving of dates. To avoid the glamor priced coins the col- 
lector may be devoting time to less expensive series, such as foreign, 
Canadian, mint errors, late proof sets and rolls, type sets, etc. After 
all, isn’t collecting what you enjoy the prime factor which is what 
makes any hobby. I might suggest—let’s all work together and help 
restore the basic needs of the collectors: Fellowship, recognition 
and freedom of choice.

Actually 
this dot is the result of a defect in the die. Several hundreds of these 
Dot cents were reported found. 


These oddities can be rare in the sense of quantity struck. From 
such oddities a rather interesting and extensive collection can be 
made, which ran also be priced very reasonable. If the time is taken, 
one can discover the very fundamentals of engraving, die casting 
and the study of coining which is a wealth of knowledge. In reality 
one of the true facets of numismatic collecting. 


Although if not understood it can be annoying to the extent 
whenever a defect of some kind is found the owner feels that it is 
a priceless coin. Actually, the price of various minor die defects is 
worth only what the market will bring, which can be face value up 
to several dollars. A small collection of some of these oddities, I 
believe might be considered as one of the basic needs for the begin- 
ner to help better understand the coin hobby. In other words, learn 
from the ground up. I might venture to say there are a number of 
advanced collectors who still couldn’t tell the difference between a 
filled die and a cracked die, or why a number or letter is weak or 
missing. In short, the features of a coin is incused in the die. When 
it presses into a blank planchet it leaves raised impressions. If these 
incused features fill, it will leave a blank. If the die splits or cracks 
(same as incused) it leaves raised effects, such as lines, lumps and 
what have you.

White Lake Coin & Stamp Club 
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Dollars for Peace

According to an article which appeared in the Coin World in 
the issue of June 16th of this year, a wider circulation of the Peace 
Dollar, both here and abroad, is being sought. And obviously enough, 
the purpose of this action is to promote the cause of peace. Spon- 
sored by the People-to-People program, the chairman of the com- 
mittee is Vernon L. Brown, curator of the Chase Manhattan Bank. 


Without at all intending to be rude, it seems to me that a rather 
startling lack of practical good sense is being shown. It is the more 
astonishing in view of the fact that Mr. Brown can hardly be sup- 
posed to be the most foolish of persons; indeed, quite the reverse. 
And this being true, he most certainly should be well aware of the 
limitations that the Peace Dollar happens to labour under. 


No one will argue that the purpose of the program is not laud- 
able for it most certainly is; the thing that will here strike most of 
us is the fact that it is next to impossible to accomplish such a de- 
sign. Therefore, and if this is true, the time spent in trying to do 
such a thing is largely thrown away and might better be spent on 
something else. It would amaze more than a few of us if success of 
any kind attended such a venture. The reasons for failure are pain- 
fully evident. 


Of the 178 million or so of persons now living in the United 
States, it is a certain thing that an overwhelming majority of the 
adult population has never seen a single example of the coin that it 
is desired to promote. Not only that, but in the places where the 
dollars still circulate, the Peace variety, as far as circulation is con- 
cerned, is obliged to bow down to those of the Morgan sort. 


Just recently I had occasion to interview a bank official who 
informed me that he had spent his vacation in New York City. To 
liven things up a bit, he took with him 25 silver dollars he gave out 
in change. As might be expected, those to whom the coins were 
given looked upon them as novelties and their circulation history 
promptly ended with the first persons who obtained them. One re- 
cipient was a taxi driver who retained his because its date happened 
to be that of his birth year. It is certain that virtually all of the 25 
are now being kept as souvenirs. 


We might just as well be realistic about the situation; it is out 
of the question to keep silver dollars in circulation in places where 
they are looked upon as novelties or where they are but rarely seen. 
And this situation is not new, a thing we all know, and has indeed 
been true for a long time. Any person who wishes to do so can take 
dollars to the Deep South and readily sell them as souvenirs for well 
above their face value. I know this to be true for I have talked to 
several individuals who have done exactly this thing. One person I 
know about took 50 dollars to Minnesota and sold all of them for 
about twice their face value. So let us not talk about Peace Dollars 
on a circulation basis. 


As a matter of sober fact, and hardly to our credit, the situation 
of the silver dollars actually borders upon the ludicrous. Why? 
Because we actually have people in this broad land who will refuse 
to accept them. Never having seen such coins, they are suspicious 
and look upon them as spurious. Canadian dollars have been refused 
in Spokane on exactly the same ground. I never really believed this 
until I had it happen to me. The bemused person who refused the coin 
expressed a willingness to accept any number of Canadian 50 cent 
pieces. He firmly declined to explain why a Canadian dollar was 
without value. 


Where today do the silver dollars circulate and enjoy some de- 
gree of popularity? They are popular in Montana, Nevada, and in 
most parts of Idaho. Formerly they could claim a home in practic- 
ally all of the Far West, a situation now long since a thing of the past. 
No one will deny that Peace Dollars could readily circulate in Mon- 
tana for they are no novelty there. If anything, it is the paper dollars 
that are a novelty for in some places they are not always easy to 
obtain. 


In times past, silver dollars were quite as much in use in Wash- 
ington as in Montana. However, their popularity gradually declined 
and they now spend most of their time vegetating in the banks. And 
more than a few of the dollars come to Washington by way of Mon- 
tana. As for Idaho, it is my assumption that most of her silver dol- 
lars are an overflow from the Treasure State since I doubt that 
Boise troubles herself to get them from Denver, 


From time to time, because there is an outflow of her silver dol- 
lars, Montana is obliged to replenish her supply by recourse to the 
Denver Mint. And when she does so do, the requested dollars begin 
their career with Helena. As for the dates, they may be those of 
almost any given year. At one time a large number of previously 
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uncirculated 1878’s suddenly appeared. This occasioned some aston- 
ishment to a few who thought all dollars of this year should be out 
of circulation and a thing of the past. This naturally shows a large 
number of the coins did not circulate, even from the beginning of 
the Morgan Dollars. 


Nevada has her own peculiar reasons for wanting the big pieces. 
They go to Reno and there find employment in the business of gamb- 
ling; that is, if you wish to call gambling a business. For one thing, 
they are far more easily counted than paper dollars and the possibil- 
ity of error is considerably lessened. In much more limited degree, 
the same is also true of some places in Idaho, especially in a few 
places around Coeur d’Alene. I became aware of this situation by 
reason of grading something more than 2,000 silver dollars for the 
proprietor of an establishment near the before mentioned city. He 
obtained all his needed coins from Spokane banks and was continu- 
ally on the alert for any that might be of unusual value. 


Visitors to Reno unquestionably take away some of the dollars 
as souvenirs but the great bulk of them remain in the city. In this 
particular instance, it is an odd fact that their very abundance tends 
‘o militate against them for people naturally conclude that if they 
are so very common they can therefore be of no great value. Not for 
nothing do we have the saying that familiarity breeds contempt. 


As I remarked some time past in an article, the Cenver Mint 
had on hand not too long ago something like 35 million dollars and 
they were creating a storage problem because they took up so much 
space. It may safely be assumed that the situation has not greatly 
changed. Alma K. Schneider, the Denver Mint Directress, would no 
doubt welcome an opportunity (if this is true) to get rid of all her 
Peace Dollars. However, there is scant danger that such a thing 
will happen. 


It has always been the Far West, needless to say, that in times 
past, although no longer, insisted upon the minting and use of silver 
dollars. Attempts to make the bimetallic standard work brought a 
a large number of them into existence. But compared to gold, silver 
was a poor relation and the East refused to countenance a coinage 
which represented a threat to the more valuable metal. And whereas 
gold flowed readily enough to the East, silver tended to remain strict- 
ly in its own bailiwick; that is, in the Far West. As for the impover- 
ished South, she saw little enough of either metal and she never did 
attain any real familiarity with the silver dollars. 


Finally, and not surprisingly, an absurd development came a- 
bout; the West had most of the silver and the East had most of the 
gold. Putting it another way, the West had the cheap money and 
the east had the expensive money. Also, the West was obliged to 
swallow with what grace she could muster the inferior status of a 
debtor while the East acted in the capacity of a creditor. And since 
the West was politically weak and the Hast strong, therefore the 
outcome of the struggle was hardly a thing of doubt. And for a long 
time the South was little more than an interested onlooker although 
much of her sympathy was with the West. 


Some of my economic reasoning may be at fault. But from the 
manner in which I have studied history, the several reasons which 
have been given, as well as a few more, amply account for the fact 
that silver dollars never attained popularity in the East. If a silver 
standard had been set up, then the dollars would have been in use 
all over the nation and would have been familiar to all. But if this 
action had been taken, then the gold would have been driven out 
of circulation and it is to be presumed would have gone to countries 
to whom we owed money. It should be kept in mind that our status 
as a creditor nation is hardly of ancient origin and that England 
held this position for a very long time indeed. 


How would it be possible for us to get the Peace Dollars to 
circulate abroad? If Canada is in mind, then of course such a thing 
would be to a limited extent possible. But I fail utterly to see the 
dollars doing business for us in any part of the British Empire. And 
as for those countries not using English, it is obviously out of the 
question. Strictly speaking, Canadian money that is in a United 
States bank is not an asset until exchanged for its equivalent in 
American funds coming from a bank in Canada that happens to have 
our money. Spokane banks exchange money with those of Van- 
couver, British Columbia, on a weekly basis. 


What will eventually come out of our silver situation is a mys- 
tery impossible to declare. If we are actually running behind 20 
million ounces yearly, and have therefore not enough silver to meet 
present coinage needs, then it would seem that we must consider 
ways and means of keeping silver in the country. At the present, 
because of a strike, and because of other difficulties, practically all 
of the big mines in the Coeur d’Alenes are closed. I would respect- 
fully suggest that postage stamps would be both cheaper and more 
effective than the promotion of Peace Dollars. At least, no rumour 
of a paper shortage in the country has yet reached my ears. We 
were supposed to have a silver hoard at West Point but I have never 
heard any explanation as to what has happened to it. Silver certainly 
is not used to settle international balances of trade. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Jack Marles of Calgary, Canada have been regular 
advertisers in these pages.

I wonder which you are? The dictionary defines Numismatics 
as the Science, or study of money. If you are reading this publication 
I do not doubt that you are a coin collector — but a numismatist; 
not necessarily. He (the numismatist) is the chap who studies the 
various monies, and not just vainly hoards them. There is just no 
pleasure in keeping coins — the real pleasure and satisfaction comes 
when you start to learn about, and from them, What can be more 
thrilling than to track down an old token, and learn what it was 
used for, why and by whom. 

A true numismatist should be able to tell a little history behind 
each piece in his cabinet. Maybe, where or why it was issued. (Pos- 
sibly a Seige Piece, or local emergency token, etc.). Even a human 
interest story adds greatly to the interest. As time passes, if no one 
studies, and records them, these little known human interest inci- 
dents will be lost to future generations. 


Take for example — a display of Odd & Curious Monies. Looks 
interesting and attractive doesn’t it? But, if you do not read the 
little labels relating the story of each piece you are lost as to know- 
ing what is what. In your collection of the other types of coinage — 
do you know that the famous Leslie Two Pence of Toronto, while 
too large for convenience it was often holed and used as a washer. 
Remember, too the big uproar and controversy about the 1958 Can- 
adian Totem Pole Dollar. It supposedly bore an image of a ‘Death 
Totem Pole”. Rumor had it that people would refuse to use them, 
and would be withdrawn; others foretold it would be very scarce 
and hoarding them would bring certain wealth (pure bunk). Of 
course we know the answers now — but this will all be forgotten 
in a few years. 

There are many unlisted Canadian Tokens — a most rewarding 
field for study — how many new ones can you track down from your 
district. Maybe, if you got out to work you will be more than pleas- 
antly surprised. Not just the tokens — but the fact that you found 
them yourself, and maybe purchased them from the issuing com- 
pany. This will make them of more personal value to you. 

My main theme is that to enjoy your hobby, you should search 
all possibilities for enjoyment. In doing so, as I suggested you can- 
not help but to gain knowledge about your coins, and therefore no 
doubt create renewed interest. One very important way to do this is 
to get up and speak before your local club. You do not have to be 


an eloquent speaker — in preparing your talk, by reading, doing 
research, and checking over your coins for the display to accompany 
your talk you are sure, and will go as far to guarantee it — you 


will discover more pleasure than you knew before your hobby. 


If you just don’t want to speak — why not write an article for 
the club bulletin. If they do not have one, it is time one was started. 
It takes little effort to produce one. Just one evening a month to 
write it. Make it newsy, homey, and above all educational and in- 
formative. Make your theme to promote the study of the more chal- 
lenging and little known fields of numismatics. Make a challenge 
to the members.

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Numismatists Discover Newfoundland

Until just recently, Newfoundland was 
the unknown country, at least as far as the 
majority of numismatists were concerned. A 
\ few years ago, the collectors main object was 
| American coins and now the general cry is 
yh: “Get on the Canadian ‘Bandwagon’ ”. I say go 
gf a little ahead and get on the Newfoundland 
‘bandwagon’ before speculators drive the prices 
beyond the collector’s reach. 


Sane There are a good many reasons why New- 
foundland coins are attracting the attention of Mr. Average Collec- 
tor, The first is the beauty of the coins. They were excellently mint- 
ed and, on close examination of the uncirculated coin, one may see 
a wealth of minute details. The second reason is the almost total 
absence of “stumbling blocks” in the series - short of the gold pieces, 
probably the 1885 large cent and five-cent fish-scale and 1946 five- 
cent piece will give the most trouble, but no coin is virtually im- 
possible to obtain. The third reason appeals to the collector who 
reads the mint figures - mint figures do have a bearing on rarity. 
Well, Newfoundland will astound you! Suppose I were to collect 


| only Newfoundland coins with a mint figure of five hundred thousand 
|| or under! I would be short of the entire Newfoundland series by only 


six coins, of which five are cents! 


While we’re on the subject of mint reports: there are an esti- 
mated five million collectors of American money - let’s say a number 
of these are also collectors of Canadian (and Newfoundland) coins; 
enough so that combined with our native collectors there are a 
million collectors of Canadian coins. Also suppose each of these takes 
it into his head that he wants, say, a 1946C Newfoundland 10¢ piece 
(there are 38,400 in existance) then, there would be enough dimes so 
that a specimen would go to one collector in twenty-seven (A lesson 

‘of supply and demand). This particular dime still costs only about 
one dollar in fine condition. I state this instance only because it is 
typical of most Newfoundland coins. 


So much for ordinary coins. If you collect varieties, there are 
64 Newfoundland coins that have varieties (that are so far listed). 
Tokens? - There are a half-dozen recognized ones and one has var- 
ieties. Medals? - Three were recognized by Carmichael’s in 1957. 


Want to get off the beaten track? - - if you can afford it, that 
is. Then collect Newfoundland patterns. They are said to be the 
world’s most beautiful coins. Two-dollar patterns were put out in 
1865, 1870, and 1890 and a complete set of patterns in 1864. Also, 
a Newfoundland dime was put out in 1871, but there are very few 
of them if it is not unique. 


So far, I’ve said a lot “for” and not much “against”. That’s be- 
cause there isn’t much “against” - yet. Interest is picking up in 
Newfoundland coinage. In 1960’s catalogue, nearly all Newfound- 
land coins are up in price - some are double! The time to buy is 
now and whether you're a collector who makes money or a specu- 
lator who has fun, you’ll have a ball with Newfoundland coins!

Present world population increase is something better than 200 
million yearly and before too much longer we shall have 3 billion 
people on the globe, It is needless to point out that this increase can 
only have an end result in putting more and more pressure on the 
silver resources of the world. Several countries have debased their 
silver coinage, New Zealand for one, and this tendency is going to 
increase. And as the shortage becomes more acute, resort will be 
made to substitutes of one kind or another. 


We are all aware that big silver coins are a thing of the past 
and it is as certain as anything can be that the United States will 
never gain mint silver dollars. It has always been complained of 
them that they are too big and heavy to be convenient. Oddly enough, 
the citizens of Montana have always been able to muster strength 
enough to carry them about. 


Oriental nations have long used silver in preference to gold, 
largely because they have had little of the latter metal. But the West 
has used gold to establish credit and to settle trade balances. Since 
gold is no longer used in coin form, and since silver is, therefore the 
latter metal has to do more and more work. It must also be kept in 
mind that silver is a valuable industrial metal and has always served 
many more purposes than has ever been true of gold. 
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Coin Collecting Aspects

This article will be largely devoted to different aspects of factors 
that are encountered in the coin collecting world. It would be super- 
fluous to point out that these factors are very numerous indeed; so 
much so that only a sketch of them can be made. No two persons 
have ever had identical experiences in coin collecting. 

My first experience with coins involved a high school instructor. 
The coins that he collected were those of the United States and he 
also collected stamps. The latter I could understand because I had 
at one time collected them myself. But to say the least, he uninten- 
tionally caused me to get off to a very poor start in numismatics. 
His method of collecting coins was to collect them purely by dates, 
a thing that I then considered downright stupid. So little was I im- 
pressed that I never even bothered to enquire as to how he happened 
to get into such a field. 

One of his peculiarities was the fact that he did not buy coins 
at all but was content to get them from circulation. Although he 
used the Whitman holders he did not have a coin book of any kind 
and he most certainly did not subscribe to a coin magazine. All these 
thing's I later found out for myself. 

A small coin shop in Mobile, Alabama, gave me the beginning 
of a very different outlook on numismatics. For the first ‘time in my 
life I saw the commemoratives of the United States and they aroused 
in me the emotions of chagrin, puzzlement, and anger. That a person 
could live in this country and be wholly unaware of certain aspects 
of its coinage struck me as being absolutely ridiculous. And it gave 
me small consolation to later discover that I had plenty of company. 


Shortly after coming to Spokane I saw my first Canadian dollar, 
a beautiful Newfoundland commemorative, and it was the beginning 
of a love affair that has continued until the present time. Fascinated 
by the beauty of the coin, I began to wonder about the history back 
of it and little did I then think of the strange sequence of events 
that would follow; a sequence that was actually destined to change 
very nearly the whole of my life. Of course, I am not foolish enough 
to suppose that my experience is unique. As a matter of fact, I do 
soberly suppose that there is hardly a person in the whole world 
who has not had his or her life changed by some incident that was 
apparently trivial at the time. 

In my own particular case, the Canadian dollars had momentous 
consequences. They were destined to take me to practically every 
corner of the British Empire; to England, Australia, New Zealand, 
and South Africa. They were destined to give me some command of 
attractive sister north of the border. And finally, they were to lead 
me, together with the help of more han 100 persons on each side of 
the line, to the writing of a book setting forth as far as possible 
their complete history. 

As of today, having had some experience with coins, I have 
naturally reached some definite conclusions concerning them and the 
people who deal with them. For one thing, I am firmly convinced 
that in the sad and troubled world of the present that we are a 
strong force for international good will and peace. Our activity cuts 
across national lines and makes us immediately aware that the par- 
ticular little bailiwick we may happen to live in is by no manner of 
means the only one in the world. A narrow nationalism is coming to 
mean less and less among the more civilized and will come to mean 
less and less as time goes on. 

Perhaps I may be prejudiced, but I also firmly believe that the 
people in the coin world represent in general a sector of intelligence 
somewhat above the average. Further, I believe that we have stan- 
dards of honour and honesty that many other fields of endeavour do 
not have, or if they do have them, certanly they are not found in 
active use. 


I will cheerfully grant that we are not all perfect nor do I wish 
to leave such an impression. For example, an incident reported in 
the August issue of the Coin Press by Gordon R. Adams really hor- 
rified me. Such behaviour is impossible to explain except on the 
ground of a psycopathic personality. No doubt the Coin Press and 
the Numismatic Scrapbook do have imperfections. Does he know of 
a perfect publication or could he put out one that would do better? 
The test of good manners is said to be the ability to stand those 
which are bad. If numismatics produces personalities of his kind, 
then I can only conclude that the study of money should be avoided. 
We do have such things as freak coins. May I suggest that freaks 
are not entirely confined to such objects ? 

For quite some time now the stamp collecting world has been 
concerned with what is termed topical collecting. This has naturally 
come about because of the enormous number of stamps and because 
of the tremendous difficulty of doing any thing like generalized col- 
lecting. In fact, it is almost out of the question. 

With the advent of special holders that can now be made up, 
topical coin collecting is easily possible and I believe such collecting 
to be one of the most interesting futures in the field of numismatics. 
For one thing, a complete collection of such pieces is more readily 
possible than is the case with stamps, It must be admitted that the 
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number of representative pieces for any chosen topic probably would 
never be very large. But it must also be admitted that number and 
quantity are not the most important considerations. 


One fascinating possibility centres about ships. For exact reas- 
ons which I have never been able to determine, save on the ground 
of possible romanticism, ships of the sailing type have always been 
a source of attraction to coin designers. And as a result of this, we 
have quite a fair number of such pieces. Naturally enough, no one 
nation can furnish examples enough for a collection and therefore 
the whole of the world comes into use. 


A coin of ship design put out by Italy in 1958 features the ships 
of Columbus and is a piece of exquisite design. The coin that I have 
was obtained from Lauren Benson and has never failed to excite ad- 
miration on the part of those who have seen it. Somewhat to its 
disadvantage is the fact that part of its inscription is on the edge, 
an interesting feature which is out of sight when it is placed in a 
holder. South Africa, England, and Germany furnish examples of 
interest. And I hardly need mention the beautiful ship design coins 
which are to be found among United States commemoratives. China 
of the older days put out a dollar on which a junk appears; one type 
with birds in the background and one without. 


Canada can furnish two well known examples: the Newfound- 
land dollar and the fishing schooner design of the dime. Actually, 
she can furnish many more; that is, if the coinage of her early days 
be taken into consideration. The chief trouble with the earlier coins 
lies in the fact that they are fairly expensive and not too easy to 
obtain. But again, it is entirely a matter of choice to the collector 
as to the coins he wishes in his collection. 


To my agreeable surprise, coins put on display this year in 
Spokane tended strongly toward topical collecting and I am per- 
suaded that they did a great deal to help numismatics. Understand- 
ably, the novice or person unfamiliar with coins is unlikely to be im- 
pressed by pieces which show nothing but difference in their dates, 
however excellent they may be. It is only after he gets into the field 
of collecting that the novice understands why this phase of numis- 
matics is a source of interest to so many. The reader will recall the 
poor impression made on the writer when he first encountered this 
type of collecting. 


We are told that seeing is believing. The collector who puts on 
display a beautiful topical collection of any kind is almost certain 
to leave a most agreeable impression with those who see it. It matters 
little in this case whether they collect or not; they will still be im- 
pressed and as frequently as not another friend made for numis- 
matics. 


In a previous article I made mention of the fact that is is pos- 
sible to get together a set of coins featuring our feathered friends. 
Still another thing that can be done is to get coins together which 
feature mammals. And once in a while a choice in the field is pos- 
sible. One of our commemoratives, for example, features the beaver 
and there is also the much better known one of Canada. Our own 
example is too expensive to elicit much enthusiasm although it is 
certainly a handsome coin. And then we have the familiar bison, 
usually called a buffalo, which appears on our nickels. If I had to 
pick a coin of the United States on the ground of its being most 
typical; then I would unhesitatingly choose the buffalo nickel. 


With regard to mammals, Ireland can supply the collector with 
a horse, a rabbit, and a pig. Coins which feature horses are fairly 
common, but usually they are of the equestrian sort. Her Majesty, 
for example, appears on the crown of Engand as an equestrienne. 
And I assume that a rabbit is depicted on the Irish coin and not a 
hare. After all, there is a difference; rabbits dig burrows and live 
in them whereas hares are surface animals. The so called jack rabbit 
of this country is a hare. Popular terminology is full of such mistakes. 


More than a little fun has been made of the Irish coin which de- 
picts a pig and it was immediately criticized upon its initial appear- 
ance, These much maligned creatures have in me a very warm de- 
fender. For the benefit of those who may be unaware of the fact, 
pigs have an honourable rating among the 10 most intelligent 
animals and are even rated above horses. And they are neither 
greedy nor unclean. Horses founder themselves by eating too much; 
pigs never do. The only objection that I can see to their being de- 
picted on the coins of Ireland lies in the fact that they are not pecu- 
liar to the country. But the same objection would have to be made 
to the other featured animals. 


Many have probably been kept out of coin collecting because of 
the wrongly founded belief that it is a very expensive sort of thing. 
If a person wishes to make it so, a coin collection can certainly be 
made a very expensive thing. On the other hand, any novice who 
happens to be reading this article may well be reminded that a beau- 
tiful set of coins is likewise possible at small expense. 

Quite probably newspaper stories telling about single pieces 
selling for thousands of dollars have done us no great good. As a 
former reporter, I have plenty of respect for newspapers, but I also 
have a sharp awareness of their limitations in the field of numisma- 
tics, It could hardly be otherwise since papers do not feature the 
usual; they feature the unusual, and not always with the highest 
degree of accuracy. 
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The Boston ANA Convention 
As | Saw It 


Friday August 26, Mrs. Spadone and I started from EK. Orange 
at noon and reached Boston at 6 pm via George Washington Bridge, 
the Merrit Pwky. and the Mass. Turnpike. If you’re hungry and don’t 
wish to wait in 4 deep lines, as I think it is rediculous, I suggest 
while riding the thru ways to exit into a town and within 1 hour 
you’ve eaten and you're back on the road. It’s a shame that people 
traveling and trying to make time have to hold up in a fancy res- 
taurant for hours. When all you have to do if you are in a hurry is 
to exit into a fairly large town and in seconds there are before you 
several large eating places, as we did near New Haven, Conn. We 
stopped at the 3 Judges Restaurant, a stones throw from the Pwky. 
No waiting and in less than 1 hour we were ready to leave. I started 
to check my change for scarce dates when the cashier inquired, “is 
there something wrong, sir’. ‘‘No, I am just a coin collector’. “Oh, 
then you must be looking for the small date cent’! Not wanting to 
get into a long discussion, which is very easy when it’s coins, I ex- 
plained that our Coin Press Magazine was the first to recognize and 
publish the story of this variety, and we were on our way to the 
Boston Convention. In short, I sold a subscription and a red book. 


Arriving at the convention I noted the action was fair at tables 
I met many of our readers and advertisers and spoke to several! 
dealers, it appeared to me something was lacking. Then at 2 pm Sat. 
the tables were shut down for the banquet. Surveying the situation, 
I’ve come to the conclusion the Convention was a success, but not 
sales wise, action was fair with the exception of thursday, which I 
was told was brisk. 

I believe there were too many dealers on hand (108) and too few 
collectors. I don’t think the collector was considered, for I expected 
the biggest turn out ever. Yet it appeared more of a social gathering 
than a convention. I am only expressing what I saw and felt. If you 
want the truth read on, if you want a sugar coated report you'll not 
get it in this magazine. 

First of all the several hotel conventions I attended the past few 
years, I noted a lack of door and lobby signs, collectors, and public. 
The latter two are a must for a complete success. The reason I be- 
lieve, is a hotel convention is a dividing line, the collector and public 
feel they’re out of place, whereas a public place such as the YMCA 
or other like halls has proven terrific turnout by tthe collector and 
public. 

From what I saw nothing was in big demand, Small date rolls 
and proof sets were quiet. Rare and choice material was available 
but no takers, obviously the collector who in the true sense is the 
money man, wasn’t there. Whether this is an indication the collector 
has slowed up as prices are going out of their reach, time will tell. 
I see late rolls, proof sets, commemorative halves and mistrike odd- 
ities on an upward trend. 

As for banquets, I think they are also losing their true mean- 
ing, all I’ve seen and heard were long speeches and hearts and flow- 
ers bestowed upon the elite. I suggest a little more attention be given 
to the striving new collector. Give the collector a pat on the should- 
er and an award once in awhile. If one wants trophies the easy way 
is just go out and buy rare coins and travel to all the conventions. 
You’re bound to win, but then that isn’t being a true collector. I’ve 
noticed the same names and faces receiving trophies and awards 
for the past 2 years. Let’s get down to earth. We don’t want to buy 
an award, we want to earn it. The above is meant as a constructive 
criticism and hope something is done about it. 

It was a pleasure to meet 2 other publishers who were on hand; 
Lee Hewitt, of the Scrapbook Magazine, Chet Krause, of the Num- 
ismatic News and Dick Johnson, editor of the Coin World. Coins and 
publication trends were discussed. We understand Mrs, Johnson was 
hospitalized - we hope she is now up and around. 

Our visit to Boston, our first, proved interesting in viewing the 
sights of historic days. Our stay was made pleasant while being the 
guests of Mr. and Mrs. Rose of Jersey City, N. J. and Mr. and Mrs. 
Toomey of Eastondale, Mass. While doing the town we crossed the 
Mystic Bridge as I am partial to height I'd say it’s the highest I’ve 
been on and the highest I wish to go. We visited Revere Beach and 
the Reef Club and saw a terrific show. Charlie Delmar, commedian 
from N. Y., the Texas Bee, and this months cover girl Betty Lee, 
of Miami, Florida. For those who don’t know it, the bars are closed 
at 12 pm. 

After the show we were introduced to pretty Betty Lee, an ex- 
ceptional acrobatic dancer who has toured many night clubs and 
was recently in South America.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON 

SOME POPULAR COINS 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on 
wheat stalk and Lincoln’s ear are a 
good spot to look for wear. On a 
coin classed as very good most lines 
should be showing on a coin graded 
fine they should be clear. 

5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus 
Unum is legible on coins graded 
good, clear on coins graded very geod. 
One graded fine should have full 
liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good 
coin edge of word liberty may be 
slightly worn, but on one graded 
very good the word Liberty is clear 
and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, 
a coin classed as very fine has full 
horn and tail shows on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch 
lines on axe fasces, on coins classed 
very good some lines show, a fine coin 
should have all lines. 

FOR BEGINNERS who are _ just 
starting to collect, here are a few 
suggestions and some advice. First, 
a coin guide book is a must. They 
can be purchased for $1.00 or more 
for helpful information: on care, con- 
dition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news 
of help and interest. Most coins can 
be found in circulation. As you are 
making your set always try to im- 
prove the worn coins. Value of coins 
depends greatly on the condition. 
Never clean or polish coins unless you 
are experienced. If you must try, use 
a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this pur- 
pose. Coin insert folders and other 
supplies can be obtained at your deal- 
er. You may also notice that the age 
of old coins do not make them rare. 
There are some late date coins minted 
that are worth more than some hun- 
dreds of years old. What makes one 
coin worth more than another by 
these factors: Amount of coins mint- 
ed, availability, collectors’ demand 
and any unusual die strikes. Coins 
can be obtained through purchases, 
by auction or trading with collectors. 

MINT SETS: Uncirculated 1959 
coins of the two mints of Philadelphia 
and Denver (10 coins) may be ob- 
tained from the Treasurer of the 


United States, Cash Division, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C. These sets are $2.40 
each (10 coins) and may be ordered 
through December 1960.
